The Athens Watchman has some admi- 
rable reflections on the subject, which we 
quote, Weare glad to see the matter agi- 
tated, and hope that we may be able to se- 
cure a purer state of things. 

Our recollection runs back to the time 
whey popular elections were essentially “a 
free fight "—when every man claimed for 
himself the right to announce himseff a 
candidate for office, The result was a great 
maltiplicity of candidates, but, as all be- 
longed to the Republican party of that 
day. itamounted simply to a choice be- 
iween men. 

Afterwards, when the people became 
divided between Whigs and Democrata, it 
was found that “scrub races” did not work 
well. The caucus system was resorted to. 
At first, when it was new and men were 
comparatively honest, looking only te the 
interests of country and party, regardless 
of eellish considerations, it worked very 
well, But, like all merely buman institu- 
tions. it soon became corrupt, and the next 
expedient was conventions, composed of 
delegates “fresh from tke people.” This, 
also, while new, worked very well. But, 
in process of time, as politteal integrity 
and public virtue deeayed and designing 
politicians learned how to form “rings” 
and eliques,” and pack conventions, they. 
too, became corrupt, and for many yeare 
past have been generally employed by un- 
scrupulous village leaders and crose-roads 
politicians as the most certain inetrumen- 
tality to defeat the wishes of the people. 

Jo such an extent have these conven- 
tions degenerated, that, in counties with a 
voting population of from one to two thou- 


— 
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sand, from three to fifteen or twenty men 


have been in the habit of meeting and nom- 
inating candidates for office or sending del- 
egates to district or State Conventions, and 
then claiming their action as the voice of 
the people ! 1 

All this might be easily remedied by 
holding primary meetings and choosing 
county candidates or delegates to District 
and State Conventions by ballot. It is 
true, that, like all human contrivances, this 
is imperfect, and, therefore, liable to abuse; 
but it strikes us as being far jess objec- 
tionable than the present system—which 
fa one of open and unblushing fraud gen- 
erally, No medestand really worthy man 
is going to trumpet bis own praises an‘! 

K a convention with his friends. We 
rave been laughed at extensively for ex- 
pressing this opinion, and excited thereby 
the commiseration of certain parties in 
view of our extreme but they are 
our opinions, nevertheless, and we know 
we are right—and all the honest mea in 
the land know it too. 

Knowing as well as we do the corrupt 
tendency of the present system, which Is 
#o managed as to defeat the will of the 
people, we are ready to welcome almost any 
change. 

We had rather return to the old caucus 
aystem, which, with all ita ebjectionadie 
features. could at least claim that it was 
manipulated by the ablest men Of the par- 
ty—leaders of respectabiity and position— 
men who were, in some sense, responsible 
to the people, and not mere Shop pol- 
iticians, mountebanks, and political steck - 
jobbers, as frequently happens to be the 
case with the leading wire- workers in con- 
ventions. +O?

The Southern Cultivator. 


We have on our table the September 
number of that most valuable agricultural! 
monthly, the Southern Cultivator, pub- 
lished at Athens by the Messrs. Jones. 

The table of contents is very interesting. 

It urges the planters to keep up well with 
picking the cotton as it opens, and sunning 
damp cotton. The selection of seed for 

next crop should be made with a spe- 
cial reference to short-limbed, prolific 
early varieties. Good selection of seed 
grain should be made. too. The corn fields 
should be tramped over and stalks marked 
for seed that contain ears that have desira-

ble points. The idea is to get stalks that], 


will produce two or more good ears, hav- 
ing a grain between the short flinty and 
large, starchy, soft grains. 

The sowing of fall oats should be attend- 
ed to to secure a good yield. This should 
not be put off too long. Barley should 
also be sowed at once after thorough plow- 
ing and profuse manuring. 

By sowing rye and wheat also, the for- 
mer seceures an admirable succession of 
elegant green forage from February to 
July. Rye comes in first, barley next, 
wheat next and oats last.

Mixed Crops. 


A vast deal has been said in the papers 
against the policy of planters raising cot- 
ton alone, to the neglect of other things. 
It has been found very difficult to create 
any change in this policy, though the 
country has suffered by it. Farmers will 
do as they please, and they resolutely stiek 
to their cotton monopoly. 

The proper way to reach the matter ifs 
not simply to theorize about it, but to give 
facts and figures demonstrating the advan- 
tage of the mixed crop plan over the 
other. 

We find in the Southern Oultivator the 
result of an actual experience, which illas- 
trates the matter so fully that we repro- 
duce the article. | 

The statements are based on two farms 
of equal fertility of two hundred acres 
each, |
